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THE PREFACE. 


Here beginneth a foort Treatiſe of Sir Iohn Mandevile Knight, 
(who was borne i England, i the Towne of S. Albone) 404 
fprakerh of the wayerts Hieruſalem, to Inde, and to the great 
Caane, and al/o to Prefter-lohns Land, and to many other Conn- 
tr101,and alſo of many meruaile: that are in the Holy Land. 


Oraeſmuch as the Land beyond the ſes , that is, 
| 8 the Holy Land, which ſome call the Land of 
= Bibeſt, among allother Lands is moſt worthy. 
vx In that Land it pleaſed our Lord to take fleſh 
EXIF \ 4 and bloud of the Virgin Mary, and to trauerſe 
| that Land with his owne feet, and there he did 
many miracles, preach, andtcachthe faith, and the Law of 
Chriſtian men, as vnto his children; and there did ſuffer many 
reproofes and ſcornes for vs: and he that was king of heau n 
and earth, and of all things that are contained in them, would 
onely be called King of that Land, when he ſaid / aw King of 
the Jeet: For at that time it was the Land oſ. the ewes : and 
that land he choſe before al other lands, as the moſt worthy part 
of all the world. And as the Philoſopher ſaith; Virtus rerũ in me- 
dis conſiſtit that is, the vertue of things is in the midſt. In that land 
he led his life, and ſuffered death of the ewes for vsto (ave and 
deliuer vs from the paines of hell, and from death without end, 
the which was ordained to vs for the (in of out father Adam & 
our own ſinnes al ſo. For de that will do any thing he will haue 
knowne openly, he wil proclaime it openly, in the middle place 
of a tone or of « citie, ſo that it may be knowne to all parties 
of the citie : So he that was King of glory and of all the world 
would ſuffer death for vs at Hieruſalem, which is the midft of 
the world,ſothat it might be known to all nations of the world 
how deare he bought man. Ah deare God, what loue had he to 
his ſubieRs,that when he haddone no treſpaſſe, would for his 
treſpaſſors ſuffer death? Right wel ought men to loue,worlkip, 
and ſerue ſuch a Lord, & praiſe ſuch an holy land thanbrought 
forth a Lerd of ſuch fruit, through the whicheach man ia _ 
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if it be not his owa default. This is that land prepared for an he- 
ri tage to vs:and in that land would he dye as ſeaſed, to leaue it 
to his children, For the which each good Chriſtian man that 
may & hath where with, ſuould ſtrengthen him for to conquer 
Mis right heritage, & purchaſe it out of the euill peoples hands: 
for we are called Chriſtian men of Chriſt our father, and if we 
be the right children of Chriſt, we ought to challenge the heri. 
tage that our father left vs, & take it gut of Rrange men hands. 
But now Pride, Couetiſe & Enuy, haueſo enflamed the hearts 
of the Lords of the world, that they are more buſie to diſinherit 
their neighbours, then to challenge or conquer their right heri- 
tage afortſaid. And the common people that would put their 
bodies for to conquer this heritage, they may not doe it without 
Lords: for aſſembling of the people without a chiefe Lord, is as 
a flock of ſheep without a ſhepheard, the which depart a ſunder 
and wot not u hit her they doe goe. But would God the worldly 
Lords were at a good accord, and with other of their common 
people, would take this holy voyage ouer the ſea, Itruſt wel that 
within a little time out right heritage before ſaid, would be re- 
conciled, & put into the hands of the right heires of Ie Cbriſt. 

Now, foraſmuch as it is long time ſince thete was any gene- 
rall paſſage thither, and that many men deſite to hcare the 


deſcription of the holy Land, I will declare it. 


ebe Mandeuile Knight, who was borne in England, in the 
Towne of S. Albones, paſſed the ſea in the yeate one thouland 
three hundred, on S. Michaeli day, & there remained long time 
and went through many lands, and many provinces, kingdums 
and lles, and haue paſſed through Turkey, & through Armony 
the litele and the great, — Tartary, Surry, Araby, Egipt 
the high and the low, through Libia, Chalde, and a great part 
of Echiope;tarough Amazony, through Inde the lefle and the 
more, & through many other lles which are about Inde, where 
many people duell of diuers ſhapes. Of the men of which lands 
and Iles, I fall ſpeake more plainly, and I ſhall declare part of 
the things I haue ſcene when time ſhall ſerue. For them that will 
viſit the holy Citie of Hicruſalem, and the places that ate ther- 
about, I will tell the right way that they ſhall hold thither; for 
I haueridden it and palled it with good —

And men 
muſt paſte then thzoogh the land ol Hungarp. and fhzengh the 
Citiothat men call Cipanum, t neare ihe Caſtle of Nurbargh, 


and by the Jle Tozne, and ſo by the river of Danuble,that is a 
gread 
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8 great riuer, and goeth into Almaine, bader the hi/s of N um. 
bardy, and it taketh into it fopty other rſuers, and runneth 
throughout Bangary, thzough Crelles and Crochie, and go- 
eth into the ſeaſo ſtrongly, and with ſo great might, that tbe 
water is frech thirty miles within the Sea. And afterward 
men goe to Belgrave, and enter into the land of Bugres,and 
there men paſſe a bzidge of ſtone that is oner the rfuger of Po- 
racke, and fo paſſe thzangh the land of Pinſcras, end come 10

And beſoze this Church is a guilt Image 
of lultinian the Emperour, and it is fitting bponan bozſe and 
crowned, and it was want to hold a round apple in bis hand, 
and men ſap there, that it is a token that ide Emperour hath 
loſt a part ot bis {ands.fo2 the apple is fallen out of the Jazages 
bond; and (ure he hath leſt a great part of his Lo2dſhip : fo: hs

Foz the pcece that went tight vp from the earſhvbotd ſhe 
head, was of Cipzes, and the prece fhat went overtYwart, fo 
Wbicd his hands were naten was of Palme, the Noche that 
ſtood within the earth,tn which they made a wozteps; was of 
Cedar, and fhe table aboue bis bead, on which thc title was 
wziften,was of Oliue. The Jewes made this Croſſe of theſe 
fours mode, ſoʒ they thought that ovr Lo3d Weuld have han- 
ged as long as the Croſſe wouldlaſt, therefoze made they the 
ct ol Cedar, fo; Cedar will not rot inthe eariþ,noz in water: 
they thought that the body of Coin would haue Guncke, 
fkherefaze they made-(he-pece that wont from the earth vp- 
ward of Cipꝛts ſo that the ſmell of his bodyſhotld gritut no 
man that come by, and that onert watt was made of Palme, 
in ignification of bigozp,ant (he ta bie te berein t be title was, 
was made of Oline, (os it betokenethpeace,os the ſloʒy ol Noe 
ly(tasfſeth, when the Done baought the bzanch of Oline, it 
bsfokened peace made be!we@ne God and man. 

And pe ſhall bnderſt and (hat tbe men that dwelldepond the 
lea. lay, that the pece of ide Ecolfe that was of Cipꝛis. was of 
the tri that Adameat the Apple off, fe; fo thep flade w3itten. 
They (ap alſo, that their Scripture ſaith, that when _

not haue of the ople of merop, but be gaue dim tze kernels of

Elene was the daughter of Coel king of 

England, and then was called Bzitaino, and after marrped 

to Conſtantive, firſt. Conlull, and after Emperour of Nome, 

who dad bp her tue, Conſiantine the great, boꝛne in England, 

and afterward Smperour of Rome , which Conſlantine tur- 
ned the name 8f Bizanffum into Conſtantinople: hereedified 

that citie, and made (6!ſhe Ponarcall ſeate of all Earope and 

Alla minoꝛ. Alſo the. Crofts was in tengtd eight cybits,and the 

pece that went ouerih wart was th;z&.cubits and a haife, 

A part ofthe Crowne wherewith our Lend was crowned, 
and one of the nailes , and ſhe Þpeares head, and many other 
Relſques,are in France at Paris, in the Kings Edappell, and 
tde Crowne lpeth in a deſſell ot Chaiſall richly decked : fo the. 

French king bought thoſe reliques ſowefime of the Jewes , 
fo whom tho Emperone had laid them te pledge foz 8great 
fomme of gold. And thoagd.men ſap that this Crowne was of 
Tdezues, p& ſhall bnverffandihat it was of Jeukes of the 


Sea, which be white, and paſcke as ſharye as Thozues ,\02 J 
I 2 baue 
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baue (&@ne and beheld many times that at Maris, and ſhaft 
at Conſtantins ple, and they were both made of Joukes of the 
Ses. And ron Gall buderſfand that our Lo2d' in that night 
that he was taken, be was led info s Gar en. and there he was 
examined arpely,and there the Jewescrowned him with a 
Crowne of Abbeſpine bzanobes that grew in the ſame Gar- 
den aud ſef it on bis hend fo falt, that the blond ranne downe 
many places-of his viſage ,necke and ſhonders, end thereby 
the Abbeſpine hath mony verknes,fo he that beareth a bzanch 
of it about him, no thunder, nozno manner of tempeſt may 
durt him,no2 in the honſethat it is in ma no euill ſpirit come 
noz in no place where it is. And in that ſame Garden S. Peter 
denped our Lo2d fhodce. And aftertwards was our Lozd led be · 
foze the Phariſes and nffn(fers of the Lam, in another gar- 
end of Annas, and ther he was ed, ſconrged;and crows 
ned off with ſharpe thoznes that men call Harbarens, thaf 
grew in the lame garden, and that hath many verturs. And 
afterward he was len to c garden of Caiaphas; and there hee 
was crownedagaine with Eglantine, and after that he was 
led fo a chamber of Pilatc,aud there he was crowned.imd the 
Jewes ſet him in a chatre, and tlad him in a mautie of purple, 
and then made they a crowne of Joukes of the ſea, and = 

thep 
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they kne&led to him. and mecked hem, ſaying: Aue Rex ludeo- 
rum, that is. Haile ning ofthe Jewes. Aud ofthecrowne,balfe 
is at Paris, and the other halſe at Conſtantinople , the which 
our Mautour Ch2ilt had on his bead, when hee was napled on 
thecrofle. And the Spears aft the Emperour of Almaine 
bath, bot the bead which was put in bis dde is at Parts,they 
fap, in ide holp Chappell: Likewiſe the @wperovr of Con- 
ſtantinople ſaith, that de b3!b the Speares head, and J 
haue ſcene his, but it is greater then that at Paris. Alſo at 
Conftantmopls byeth . Anne, our Loses Pother, whom 
&. Elene caufed to he bzought from Jeruſalem, and alſo lhe 
bodp of S.lobn Chriſoſtome, that was Biſhopof Conſtantt- 
nople. Therelpcth alfo . Luke the Euangeliſt oz his bonc s 
were bzoughtfrom 1Befhany where he was buryed, and mary 
other reliques are there : amd there ts a beffell of None, as it 
were marbl#, which men call Piozius, that enermoze dzop- 
peth'waterand filletd it ſelfe enerp peare once, Be ſhall for- 
ther kmaww that Conſtantinople is a fatrecitte and well wal- 
led, and it is the coznered, and there is an arme ofthe Ses 
that men call Helleſpont,and (ame the bunch, of Conſtantino⸗ 
ple, and ſome the bzeachof . George: and this water enclo- 
leth two parts df thecitie: and. by ward to the ſea bpon that 
water was built the great citie of Trop, in a faite plaine, but 
that citie was deſtroped by the Gzeekes.

wy Bout Gzeecs are diuers Jles that men call Cala- 
HRC bze, Calcss, Setiico, Mhoyfo;(#, Pinons, Far- 
ARA Won, Polo, Carpate, and Lewpne. And in this Jle 
is mount Athoes that paſſcth the cloads, and 
there are diuets ſpeeches , and many Countries 

dat are obedient to the C Mperour of Conſtantinople, that is 
CTurcopliy, jdincy, Hat de, Comage and many other, Tbꝛecp, 
and P2cedonp,of which Alexander was king. In this coans 
try was Ariſtotle bozne, in a cittie that men call Stragerts, 


a little from the tittie of Trag ie, and at Sttageris is Ariſtot le 
IB 3 buried, 
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burped,and there (8 an Alter on his tombe, whcre they make 
a great feaſt every pre, as it were a eint. And bpon this 
Altar the 1030s held there great counſaſles and alemblics,fo; 
they thinke that thzovgh the (nbpiration of Ged and him, they 
baue the better conunſaile. In this country ore bery bid bis: 
there is ide bill Olympus, that parteth Pacedony and Tha- 
cla, whoſe height reacheth to the clouds. There is alſo the hill 
Athaes, which is ſo high, that the Gadow of it reacheth to O · 
lympus, and it is neare th1xeſco2e and ſeavent@ne miles be⸗ 
twene, And aboue that hill is the 2526 ſe cleare that no winde 
can be felt, neither map an beaf lius there, the ap is ſ dip. 
Some ofthe country ſay,that Philoſophers were wont fo gee 
bp the top of thoſe dits, (holding ts their noſes aſpuuyge wet 
wich wafer, becauſe of the d:yneCe of the airs) and in the duſt 
of the hell fo wife letters with their fingers,which when they 
name againe the nert peare fhep found without anp defanlf, 
euen as thep had wzſtten them the peare betoze, whereby it ap- 
peareth that thofe bdils paſſe the cloads fo the pure 8pze. 


At Conſtentinople is the Emperours pallace, which is faire 
and richly bulit, and therein is a place fo: iuſting, made about 
with ages, (hat cdery mon may well ſ& without dme zung of 
one another. Under theſe Tages are baultcy tables _ the 
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@mperours hozſes,ond all the pillers are of marble. Mitbia 
the Chorch of S.Sophic, an Tmperonr would have laid the 
body of his father when hee was dead, and 8s they made ide 
grave,they found a bodpin the eat ih and bpon the bodptap a 
greatplate of Snegoid,and th:rebpon was wzittcnin Ebzew, 
G;eeke.q Laim letters, theſe wozds, Iclus Cliriſtus naſcetur 
devirgine Maria, & ego credo in eum; that is, Jeſss Ci 
all de bozne eſ the birgia Matty, and 3 belc iat in dim. A ad the 
dsfe was, that it lap ja the earth two haadzed peares befoze 
ear Lead Jeſos Chill was bozne,and pel is that plate in the 
treaſury of the Chucrh, and it is thought that Heemogenes' 
the wile man wait ff. | 
Aad alchoagh the men ok that Country de Chziſtians,vet 
neuectheleffe they bare from ourfaith ; foz they lap that the 
bolp Gyoſh pzoceedeth not from [he Sonne,but from the Fa- 
ther onely : nefther ate they obztt-nt to the Courch at Rome, 
noz fo the Pope, but they ſap that thefr Patriarches hane as 
much power there,as the Pope hath at Rome. Aad therefsze 
Pope loha the xi. ſent letters to them, dow that Chaiſttang 
would be all one, and that they (hovld be obt dient to the Pope: 
and among divers anſweres,thep ſeui him this fo) ont, Poten- 
tiam tuam ſummamcitea ſubiectos tuos firmiter credimus. Sui 
perbitatem tuam ſuſtinere non poſſumus. Auatitiam tuam ſati- 
ace non iatendimus. Dominus tec ũ (it, quia Dominus nobiſcũ 
eſt, Valezthat is,. Me belieus wcl that thy power is great auer 
thy Subiects, Wee map nos ſoffer (hp pztde. Wee are not 
porpoſed to fulfill thy conetouſnefſe.

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And they (ay that foznication is no deadly inne. but a kind- 
by thing, and that men and women ſhoald once,and 
who ſo weddetd node then once, their child;zon Are baſtards, 
ano gotten in ſinne, and thetr Pzieſts alſo are wedded : and 
tdey ſap that bſory 03 fen is no deadly Cane, and they tell 
bencfices of the Church, and ſo doe men ofother places, but it 
is great pitty , foz now imonp raignethin the holy Church, 
God amenv it when his will is. And they ſay that Lap-men 
ſhoald not ng PaCe,but on the Safturday and on the Sun- 
dap: and thepfafl not ide Saturdap no time in the peare, by, 
leſſe it be Chziftmas oz Eafter euen.

they (ap thadwe finnein eating of beaſts that were ſozbſdden 
in ide old Law, as Swine, Pares and other beaſts- 

And this they lay, that we inne in eating of flesh on the 
dap befo;ze Albwedneſdap , and Wmeating of fleſh on the 
Wedneſdap,and when we tate ch&ſe oz egges on tho friday : 
and they curſe all thobe that eafeno fleſh on the Satarpdap- 
Alſo the Emperoor of Conffaatinople maketh the Paſr(- 
arkes, Archbiſhops and Biſhops, and ho giveth all the 06gnt- 
cies of Churches, and Toptiueth them that arebuwoztby. 
Although it be fo , that theſe touch not any wap, nenerthe- 
tefſe they Gall terus fo eto a part of the cuſlomes,manners, 
and diuerũtie of. Countries : and decanſe this is the fir conn- 
frp diſcozdant from the fait, awd the ſaith on !his 
fade the ſea, therefoze have I ſet it here, that ye map i the di 
uerfifte betweene aur tatſh and theirs: fo; many men have 
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To come againe to Conſtantinople, for to goe towards 
the Holy Land.

Dw come we againe foz to know the wap from 
ay ft Conftantinople. Be that will goe tyzongh Tur, 
UN ve de goeth th:ough the citte of Rike, and pafiith 
4 thaoagh the gate of Cbevitot,which is very bigb, 
and it is a mile and « halle from Aike: and who 
ſo will, may goe by the bzach of . George, and by the Ozake 
ſea,whers S. Nicholas lyeth. 


Firſt, men come to the Jle of Silo, and in that Ile groweth 
Maſticke, bpon as ſmall træs as lum ies oz Cherri-tres. 
Thence men goe thzough the Ile of Pathmos, where Saint 
lohn the Cuangeliff tosote the Apocalips. You ſhall alſo n- 
det and that when our Tone Jeſus Choilt dyed, D. lohn the 
Euangeliſt was of the age ofxrry. yeeres, and hd liued after 
the Paſſion of Ch 1xi(j. and then dyed, From Path - 
mos men goe te Epbeſiin, which is a faire Citie andnere to 
the Ses, and there dyed lohn, and de was buried bebinde 
the Altar in a Tombe , and there is a fapze Chureh: ſoz 
Chaiſtians were wont ts hold that place. But in the — 
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o. lohn is nothing but Panna los his body was franflafey 
into Paradeſs, ayd the Turkes hold now that eitie, and the 
Church, and all Alla the le ſſe and therefoze is Aſia the lefle cal⸗ 
lev Turkep: and pou ſhall vnd erſtend that S. lohn did make 
bis graue there in his life, and lapd bimfelfe there being allae, 
andtherefo;e ſome ſay be dyed not, but that be reffeth there vu⸗ 
till the dap of Judgment, aud therefoze trulp ſhere is a great 
merneile, fo: men map ſ& there appertly the earth of the 
fombe manp fimes Cirre ani mous, as there were a quicke 
thing buder. And from @pheſia men goe thzough manp Ales 
neare the (ca, bnfo the Citie of Pateran, where D. Nicholas 
was bome,and fo to Parca, where he by the grace of God was 
choſen Biſhop, and there is made right gad wine and ſtrong, 
that men call wine of Barca. Fromthence men goe to the Jle 
of Crete, which the Emperont gave ſometime to lonaie. And 
fhen men paſſe thzough the Jies of Cophas Lango, of the 
which Jies ſpocraswas Load, and fome ſay that in the Ile of 
Lange is Ipoctas his daughter, in manner of a Dzagon, 
who 6s an handzed fte long, as men ſap, fo2 J baue not ſ@ne 
her, and they of the Ales call her the Ladp ofthe Country, and 
Ge lyeth in an old Caſtle, end (Geweth her ſelfe thaice in the 
pere, and ſhe doth no men harme, and ſhe& is thus changed 
from a Damlſell to a Dzagon, \hzongh a Goddefe that men 
call Diana, and (ome (ap that ſha (hall dwell ſs bnto the time 
that a Knight come that is ſo hardy as to goe fo her and kiſſe 
her mouth, ond then ſhee ſhall turne againe fo ber owne kinde 
and be a woman, aud after that ſhe ſhall not live long.

There was ſometime a faire 
ciffe of Chziſkians, bat the Saraſing have deffroped the moſt

Jewes fo build the Temple of Hteruſalem againe, but b& 
fo;iohe his Law. And when the Jewes had buzlded agains 
the Temple, then came the earth-gnake (as God would )and 
tall downe zl! that thep bad made, Since that, Adrian the 
@mperoar, whos was of Trop, made Hieruſalem againe,and 
the Temple in that lame manner that Salomon made it, and 
commanded that no Jew ould dwell there, but Chzilltans: 
fo2 although he hüte, was not a Chziſtian, vet he loued the 
Cyh:iſftians moze fhen other men, ſage men of dis owne 
faith, bis Emperor did aiſo incloſe and wall the Church 
of the holy Sepulehze within the Citie, that befoze was farre 
without the Citie, and he would haus changed the name of 
Hieruſalem, and called it Yelam, bat that name laſted not 
long. And p& ſhall bnoerſtand that the Saraſins doe wozlhip 
in that Temple, and thep ſay that place is bolp, and when 
they got in, they goe bare fte: and befoze J and mp fellowes 
came ter ein, wer put off our hartneſſe, and came bare ft ed 
into the Temple, and thought that we ought to doe as much 
823 moze then thep that were Inſtdels. And this Temple is 
thieſcoze and fh:& cubits in wideneſſe, 4 as much in length, 
and thirty two cabits in height. and conered with Lead, any 
it is within full ofpillers of marble. And in the midſt of the 
Temple is an Altar of twentp and foure ſteps of beight. 
This place the Jewes called Sanctus ſanRorum, that is, 
holy of hoipeft, e in that place commeth none but their Þzelate 
that maketh their ſacriflice, and the people ſit all ab out in di⸗ 
ners ſeats, as they are in dignitie : and there be foureen- 
trings inte the Temple, and the dozes are of cipꝛes, and with- 
in the Eat doze our Lo2d fate, Bert is Picruſalew. And on 
the Nozth ſide within the deze is a fountaine, but it ronneth 
out, of the which holy weit ſpeaketh and ſatſh, vidi aquam 
egredientem de Templo; that is, Jſaw water comming out 
ofthe Temple. And vpon the other five is a rocks (hat men 
called ſometime Mozvach (but after it was called Belet) and 
there is the Arke of Goo, with ſome reliques of the James. 
This Arne die Titus carry with bim to Rome, when he had 
diſcomſited the Jewes. jp R 
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In that ſame Arke were the ten commandements, and Aas 
tons Rod, and Moles Rod, with which be patted !he ted (ea, 
when the people of Jfraell paſſed tbzough on dzp tote: and 
there was the Ueſſell of Panng, the cloathing and ezyaments, 
and the tabernacle cf Aaron, and a ſquare table of Gold, with 
twelve pzecions ones, and a Wore of Jaſper gragen with 
foure fingers, and eight names of our Lead within, 4 ſcaven 
Candleffickes of gold, and foure Cenſers of gold, aud an Altar 
alle of fine gold, and forre Lyons of gold, bpon the which 
they dad a Cherubin of gold twelae ſpans long, and a Tas 
bernacle of gold, and alſo fwelne Trumpets of fllaer, and « 
Table of filuer, and ſeaucn Barley Loaves, and many other 
Reliques that were befoze the nattiuitie of Chaiſt, 

Upon the Nocke flopt lacob when he ſaw Angels got bp, 
and laid, vere locus iſte ſanctus eſt. & ego ignorabam, that ts, 
Sarelp this place is holy, and J wiſt not. And there the An- 
gell changed lacobs name, and called him Iſrael. 

In that ſame place aiſo David ſaw the Angel that flew the 
people with adwozd, and put it all bloud p into the Death. And 
on this Nocke was S.Simeon, oben he reeeſued our Lo2d in- 
tothe Temple: and on this Noche be ſot him whenthe Jewes 
would haue Goned dim, and the Rocke rent in two, and in 
— cleft her hid him, and after came downe and gave bim 

k. 

And on this Roche late our Lady and learned her Plalter. 
Tdere likewiſe oor:Lozd foxgaue the fins of the woman that 
was taken and found in adulterp: and there was our Lozd 
Jeſus circumecifed, e fhere the Angell denounced fo Zacharie 
the Nativſtte of S. lokn Baptiſt. And there fett efercd Viel- 
chiſedech bzead and wine and water to our Logd in token of 
the Sacrament that was to come: and there David pzaped to 
dur L02d fo2 mertp, (oz dim and foz his people, when he ſaw 
the Angell Nay bis people, and our Load avern heard his 
p2aper, and therefoze he would haut made the Temple in that 
place, but our Lo3d Jeſas Thatlt fozbad him by an Angell, foz 
de had committed murther in coufcnting to the s ping ofthe 
ged night Vrias, foz to haus his wife : and therefoze all = 
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bs had pzepared ſoz tbe build ing of the Temple, he left fo Sa- 
lomon his ſorne, and ho built if, and pzaped to the Lozd, that 
all thoſe that pꝛaped in that place, devoutly 4 with gad bear?, 
tdat de would heare their pzaper, and grant that (hey ſet nent, 
iy aſked, and the L030 granted it, whereloze Salomons ſonne 

coiled if, the Temple of coonſell, and belpe of God. 

Without (he docs of that Temple is an altar, where the 
Jewes were wont to offer Doucrs and Turtles, and in that 
Temple was Zachary lane, and on the Pinacle ide Jcwcs 
ſet ©. lames that was the firſt Biſhop of Hictuſalem. And a 
little from this Temple on the right dc. is a Church couercd 
with Legd, that is called the Schole ef Salomon. Towarts 
the South is the Temple of Salon,wbich is a great plate, and 
in this place dwell Knights who are called Templers, and 
they were the founders thereof, and of their oder, and in tdat 
Templum Domini dwell Channons, 

From this Temple toward the Caſt ire and twentp paces 
in a cozner of the Citie, is the Bath of out Lozd: and this Bath 
was wont to goe to Paradiſe : and net farre thence is our La. 
dies bed, and neare that is D. Simeons tombe, Uithout the 
Clopſter of the Temple toward the Nozth is a faire Church 
of S. Anne our Ladies mother, and there was our Lady con- 
ceſned, and beſoze that Church is a great fre, which began to 
grow that ſame night. And as men goe downe from that 
Church two and iwenty eps, lyeth Joachim our Ladics la- 
ther in a tombe of fone, and theremars pas laid ſometime 
&. Anne, but &. Elene did tranſlate ber to antineple. In 
this Cyurch (8 a well in manner of a Ceſterne, that is called 
Probatica piſcina, that bath flue entrings, e info that Ceſterne 
an Angell was wont to deſcend and ſtr the water, and what 
man had bathed fir} therein, aſter the ſtirring, was mode 
whole what diſeaſe ſoeuer de had. MThere was tho man ot the 
Jaiſie made whole,who had ban icke eſght and thirty y&res: 
And there befide was the houſe of Pilate, and alittle from that 
the houſe of king Herod, who flew the Innotents.

bis king Herod w3s aberp wicked man, anda

Wl whom he loued full well, and tog the great lone of 
7 der he went out of bis wits, and ſo was h& a 
long kime, and afterward he came againe ts dims 
elfe. And after de flew bis owne childzen that he had gotten 
of the lald wife, and commanded likewiſe his ſecond wife to be 
f14ine, and a ſonne that he had gotten of her, and after that 
be dew dis owne mother, and ha would alls have flaine big 
owe b:other, but dis bzother dyed (od atnelp, and thus be did 
all the ill that he might. And then he fell cke, and when h& 
ſaw that be Choald die, he ſent ſo; bis ſiſter, and all the great 
Lo20s of the Country, and when they were there, de did pot 
all the Lozds into a Tome, and foid to bis fiffer, he wiſt well 
that the men ef the Country would make no (ozrow fog him 
when he was dead, and therefoze he made her fo (weare unte 
him that ſh&@ ſhould bmfte off the heads of the Loꝛds every one 
after his death, and then would men of the Coun'ry make (03- 
row fo: bis death, in regard of the Meble mens deaths: and 
then be made his laſt teſtament. But bis ſiſter fulſi led it not 
as pertaining dato the death of the Lozds, fo2 as (one as d 
was dead, ſhe delinered the Logos ont of the Tolwze, and ſent 
evcrp one home to their hoſes, and fold them what her Bꝛo- 
ther commanded her to doe bnto them. And p ſhall bnder- 
dans that in that time were the Herods of great name. This 
of whom J ſpeake, was called Herod Aſcolonite, and be that 
did (mite off lohn Baptiſts head, was called Herod Antipa, 
and the third was called Hcrod Agrippa, and he did flap W.

eco ſting J baue tolde yon of many manners 
ot men that dwell in the Countries afozefaid 


will turne from the Land of Oalile that J (ſpake 

of, fo come on this fide, he mult goe thiongh Da⸗ 
mas that is a faire Citie, and fall of god merchandiſes, and 
it is tb dapes journep from the ſea, and five from ſerufa- 
lem: thep garrp thelr Parchandiſes bponCammels, Pules, 
Hoꝛſes, Dzomedaries,and other manner of Beaſts. This city 
of Damas was founded by Helizeus, Abrahams ſeruant, who 


- beſoze Iſaac was Vozne ſhould haue bene his hey2e : and there 


be named that citie Damas. And in that plate Caine flew hig 
Bꝛotber Abel: and beſide Damas is the Pount of Spy: iu 
this Citie be many Phyſitians, and that holy man S. Paul 
was a Phyſc(ſan there, to heale mens bodies, befoze he was 

1 conuerted 
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— 
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converted, and after bo was a Phpſttian of ſoulcs. And from 
Damas men goe fo aplace called our Lady of @ardmarch, 
that is fine miles from Damas, and it is on arocke, and there 
is a faire Charch,and there dwell Chiu ian Ponkes e Nuvs 
in that Church. Betweene the Citie of Darke and the Citie of 
Rophano is a River called Sabatozy ; foz on the Saturdap 
it rongeth faſt, and all the werke elſe it Nandeth Gill and ron/ 
neth not, 03 but a little. And there is another riuer that on the 
night free3eth faſt, and bpon the day no froff is ſœne. And ſo 
men goe by a Citie that men call Berngh, and there thoſe that 
will goe to Cipꝛes take hip, and they at iue at ſhe haven of 
Sur, oz of Tpꝛe, and then goe on foClpzes : alfo men map 
goe right from the hauen ef Tyze, and not come at Cipꝛes, 
bot arine at ſome hanen of G2&ce, and bp theſe wapes men 
come info the Countries befoze ſpoken of.

A man that commeth from the land of the UCicft, bee goeth 
thzongh France, Burgopn, Lumbardy, and to Uentice, oz 
to Gene, oz ſome other bauen of thoſe marches, and faketh 
there (hip, and goethto the Jle of Gzifſe, and ſo ariveth hee in 
Ozicce, 03 elle in pot Pyzoch, oz Ualon, oz Dutas, oz 
ſome other hauen of thoſe marches, and acrinoth in Cipses, 
and commeth not in the Jle of Nodes, but arſoeth at Fama- 
golt, that is the chiefe dauen of Cypzes, oz elſe at Lamafon, 
and then taking (hip againe, be paſſeth beſide the dauen of 


Tpꝛe, and commeth not to land, and ſo paſſeth bp all the ha- 


uens of the coal, till be come to Jaffs, that is the nert ha- 
ven to Yieraſalem , (oz it is but twenty eight mile betwene. 
Andfrom Jaffe men goe to the Citie ol Ramos, and that is but 
litle thence, and it (g a fairs citie, and beſide Kamos is a fairs 
Church of our Ladp, where our Lozd ſhewed bimſelfe unte 
her in tber (havowes, betokening the Trinity, and there 
ntere is a Church of &. George, where his head was ſmitten 
off, and then te the Caſtle of Emaux, and then fo the mount 
Jop, and from thence Pilgrims les Hieruſalem, and then to 
meant Podyn, and then to Hieruſalem. At mount Podpn 
lyeth the Pzophet Milache, and over againſt Ramatha is the 
towne of Donke, whercof the Prophet Amos was.

And 
he that will goe anofher wap he goeth by the Romane coalt 
and the Romane fer: on that coaſt is a fapze Cate tha! is 
called Flozage ; and when a man hath paſſed the hils,he com- 


meth'o the Citte of Po2pach, and to Artoſe, where is a great- 


bzidge bpon the Rſter of Ferne, that men call Faſſoz. and it 
is a great river bearing ſhips : and beſtve the Citie of Dames 
& a iner that comweth from the Yount of Lidany, wh'ch 
is called Alban: at the paſſage of this Riger,@. Euſtace loft his 
two lonnes when he had loſt his wife: and it runneth th;ough 
the plaine of Archades, and fo the red lea. Then men goe fo 
tbe Citie of Fermine, and fo fo the Citie of Ferne, and then 
to Antlicche, and that is a fapze Citie and well walled, and it 
is two miles long, and there is a bꝛidge ouer the Riuer, that 
hath at each pillcr a god fower, and it is the beſt Citie of the 
Kingdome of Surry. From Antioche men goe to the Citie of 
Locuth, and ſo to Gcble, and to Zoztouſe, and there by is the 
land of Lambze, and a ſtrong Ceflle that men call Pambeke. 
And from Toztouſe men goe to Ttipolli on the Dea, and by 
this Sea men goe to Dacres:and there is two wapes fo Hie⸗

Ob hane J fold pou ſome wayes by land 
end by water, how men map goe to Miet u- 
alem. And there be many other wapes that 
men goe by, after the Countries that they 
D come from, neuertheleſle they come all to one 
end, pet is there a way all by land to Hie⸗ 
rulslem, and paſſe no Sta but to France cz Flanders, but 
that wap is berp long and perillons, and of great trausile, 
wherefoze few goe that way: but he that will goe that wap, 
muſt goe by Almaine and P2uſe, ano ſo to Tartary. This 
Tartarp is holten of the great Cane, of whom I ſhall 
ſpeake afterward, fo2 thither reacheth his Lo2dſhip,and all the 
1020s of Tartary pieid to him Tribute. Tartarp is a barren 
Countrp, end bery ſandy, foz there groweth little epther 
Coꝛne oz other fruit, but there is great plenip of Beaſts, and 
therefoze thep eaſe lleſh wityzout bzead,and they (op the bzoth, 
and they dzinke the wilke of all manner of Beaſts, And be- 
cauſe thep haue great ſcat ſſtie of _ they dzp the dang cf 
Dozſes and of other Beaſts, and burke if ſo; to d2efſe their 
meate by. Pzinces and other Loads tate but once in the dap, 
and that is verp little, and they be fpale ſfoibe and of ill liking. 
Jn Summer there are many great tempeſts 4 thunders (hat 
dap many men and beaſts : ſometime onthe ſodaine it is bery 
cold, and againe on the ſodaine it is b:rp hot. The P2ince cf 
the Land thep call Roco, and h dwelleth at a Citie thats 
called Oꝛda, bat berp\ew lrangers doe deſire to e well inthat 
Land, foz it is god to ſow thoznes and wedes in, but other 
god theres none, as J beard (ap, fo2 J was no{ that wap, 
bat J have bene in other Countries marching thereon, es in 
the land of Ruffie and Nifland, and the kingdome of Gzecon, 
and Lecaow, and the kingdome of Gzaſten, and in many other 
places: but J never went that way to Yfervſalem, and there- 
ſoze J cannot well tell if,foz J haue A that men map 

3 a Andi age. nof 
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not well goe thet wap but in Minter, when the wafers and 
mires that be in that land be frozen and covered with ſnow, 
lo that men may paſſe thereon : foz were not ide ſnoly; there 
might no man goe in that land bot he were loſt. And pe ſhall 
baderſtand that a man muſt goe thze dayes fourncy from 
Þ2uſe to paſſe this wap, befoze de can come to the land of Ha- 
raſins, 

And il by chance any Chiiſtiars paſſe that wap, as once a 
pete thep doe, thep carrp their vicaall with chem, foz they 
ſhould finde nothing there but a manner of ſodethat ſhep 
call @ples, and they carrp their bictusls bpon the Iſe on ſleds, 
and ceartots without whales, and as long as thcir bicuals 
lad, thep map dw ll there, but no longer. And when the ſpies 
of the countries (@ Chzilktans come, thep runne fo the 
townes and caſtles,qcrp aloud, NAH, Ata. Nera, and as ſong 
as they haue crped, then doe the ptople atme them. And pa 
Wall vaverſtand chat the ſe there is harder then if is here, 
and ouerp mon bath a Stoue in his houſc, andthereinthep eat 
and doe all things that them ne&dcth, and that is at the Nozth 
pert ofthe wozld, where it is commonly cold, fo2 the Sun ap- 
peareth not, noz (hineth but a little fo that covntrp, and that 
land is in ſome places (8 cold that there map no man dwell 
tderein, and on ſhe South ſide of the world it is in ſame places 
ſa hot that there can no man dell, the Sanne giveth ſo great 
deate in thoſe counttits. 


Of the faith of the Saraſins, and of the booke of their 
law, named Alkaron, Chap. li. j. 


D:aſmuch as J have fold yon offhe Saraſins ann 
| of other Lands, J purpeſe to let downe & part of 
| their law, and ofthetr belfefe, as their boke (alth, 
2 ws]: that they call Alkscon, and ſome call that boke 
Myſap, ſome call it Barme, in dtuers languages of Conn- 
tries. which bole Mahomet gaut them, in the which boke de 
wꝛote among o her things, s J baue often read and (ene.that 
they that ate god ſhall got to Patadile, and the evillfolke to 


dell, 
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bell, and ſo bel@ve all Saraſing. Andif a man oſke of what 
Paradiſe thep meane, thep ſap it is a place of delights,where 
8 man ſhall finds all manner of fruits at all times, and wa- 
ters and riuets running with mike and honp, wine and freſh 
water, and they (hall baue faire bonuſes and god, as they haut 
deſerned, and thoſe houſes are made of pzecious ones, gold, 


and ſiuer, and enerp man ſhall haue ten wi maſdens, 
and he (hall euerp day once dane to doe W „e pet ſhall 
tdey Mill be maidens. And thep ſpeake of the bled 


virgin Mary, and tell of the Jacarnation,that Mary was [ears 
ned of Angels, and that Gabriel (atd ta her that ſhe wos cho. 
ſen befoze all other from the beginning of the wozld, and that 
wine lleth well their Bake:ane Gabriel told her the incarna- 
tion of Jeſus Chit, and that Ge ſhould conceſue and beare a 
childe: and they ſap that Chaiſt was a holy Þ3opbet in wozd 
and dtede, and alſo meeke and right wiſe to all men, and one 
nat any wap blame- woztby: 4 thep ſay that when the Angell 
told her ofthe incarnation, he bad great d2ead, fo: ſhe was bes 
ry pong, and there was one in that Country that pꝛaaiſed 
Sozcery, who was cal'ed Takina, that with inebantments 
could mas him like an Angell, and went often and lay with 
maidens, and therefoze was Mary the moze afraid of the 
Angell, and thought in der minde that it ya» bene Takina 
who went to maidens, and (he charged dim in the name of 
God fo tell der if de were the ſame Takina. and the Angell 
bad her haue no dzead ſoz de was fo? cerfaine a true meſſen⸗ 
get of Jeſus Chaift. 

Alſo their Boke of Alksron ſaith, that ſhe bad s childe bn» 
der a Palme tre, then was the greatly aſhamed and wiſhed 
der ſelle dead, but as ſone as her childe was bone, be ſpake 
and comſozted her ſaying, Ne timeas Maria; that is, Be not 
afraid Mary. And in many other places ſaith their boke Al- 
karon, that Jeſus Cbꝛid ſpake as ſone as he was bozne; and 
the Boke laith, that Jeſus Chai was ſent of Almighty God 
to be an enſample to ail men, e that God ſhall indge all men, 
the god to heaven, and (he wicked fo hell, e that Jeſus Chꝛiu 
is the beſt Pꝛophet of all other, and next to God, and that de 
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was a hop Þ2ophet, foz he gaue to the blinde their light, and 
bealed all deleaſes, bi raiſed men, and was taken quileke inte 
heaven. And if thep map findea Boke with Goſpels, ſuch as, 
Miluse(t Angelus, thep doe it great wozſhip : and thep (all 
one moneth in the pere, and gate onely at night, and (hep 
kepe them from their wives, bat they that are ficke are net 
confratned And tdeir Boke Alkaron ſpeaketh of Jewes, 
and ſaith, 2. wicked people, fes they will not belcue 
tdat Jeliis ft is of God. Farther, they (op the Jewes 
fpeake falſely of our Lady, and her fonne Jeſus Eh1ift, ſap- 
ing that they dis not hang bim on the Crofſe,foz the Savaſlins 
bel@ne (0 utert our Falth,that they are eaſlly converted, when 
men pꝛeach the Law of Jeſus Chaift. They lap alſo that thep 
know right well dy their Pzopbeſtes, that their Law of Ma- 
homet Mall falle, as the Jewes Law doth, and that the Law 
of Chziſtians hall last to the wozids end. And if amanaſke 
them wherin they belteue, they ſay that they bel@uve in God 
Almighty, that is the maker of heauen and carth,and all other 
things, and without bim is nothing done, and af the day of 
Judgement every man ſhall be rewarded aſter bis deſerving, 


and that all things are truth that God ſpaks by the monthcs 
of his P3zopbets.

and take in another, but hee molt give her part of his gods. 
MPo:coucr, where men ſpeake ofthe Father, the Sonne, and 
the holy Ghoſt, thep (ap that they are not th2& perſons, but 
one Gad: (02 fhetr Boke Alkaron ſpeaketh not thereof no; of 
the Zrinitte ; but thep ſay that God ſpake, oz elſe he was 
duinbe, and that God bad a Ghol, ez elſe he was not aline : 
They (sy Gods Wozd hath great strength, and ſo faith their 
N Alkaron, 
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Alkaron, and thep ſap that Abraham and Moſes wi re greatly 
in fanoar with God, foz they (pake with him, apy Mahomce 
was frac meſlenger of God: and thep haue mam god ar- 
ticles of dat faith, and lome bnderſtano the Scriptores, P20- 
phots,-Golpels, end the Bible, foz they have them waittcn 
in their lang In tdeir manner they hne holy Mit, 
bat they bnderſtand it not bat after the letter, and ſo doe the 
Jewes, foz they vaderſtand it not ſpirituallp, but after theilt 
letter, and therefo;e ſaith Saint Paul, Litera occidit, ſpiricus 
autem viuificat, that is, The lettet killeth, bot the Spirit 
guickneth. The Sarafins likewiſe ſay that the Jewes are 
wicked, foz thep k&@pe not the La of Moſts which be gaue 
thew : and alls ChaiTiavs are euill, (oz thep kepe not the 
Commandements ofthe Golpelil, that Jeſos Chiilt (ent bu. 
ta them. And further J all tall pou what the-@Donldan tele 
wee bpon a dap in his Chamber, ſhutting out all ther men, 
as Loads, lanights, and others, foz dee would ſpeake with me 
in counſcll; and then de aſked ma how Chaiſtians ganger- 
ned themſelnes in aut country : and J aofwered him and (aid, 
Right well.thankes be to God; but he (sid ſecretly nap,fo2 hit 
ſaid that out P:ieſts made no foxce of Gods ſeraice : foz they 
ſhavld glue god example fo men to doe well, and thep giue ill 
example, and thcrefoze when the people ſhould goe on the ho- 
dapes to Church to ſerue God, ep goe to the tanerne to fin 
gluttonte both dap and nuight,cating and dzinking as beaſts 
that wot not when thep baut enangh. He (aid alſo, that there 
was my contention ameng Chiilkfans, and one would de- 
fraud another, a they were ſo pzoud that thep wiſt not how to 
cothethem, nowhozt,nowlang,nowſtraitnow wide, g of ail 
ſaſhtons; whereas they ſheuld be homble and make, giving 
(hcir ales as Jeſus Cbzilt did, ia whom they vel@ue. He ſaid 
alſo, that idey wereſo covetous, that fo2 a little money thep 
would (rll their child2en-GRers, 03 wines, one man faking an- 
other mans wille, aud no man keeping his pzomiſe :; therefo:e 
ſaid bs, fo2 their ſins bath God giuen ibeſe lands to our hands, 
and not thꝛongh our Rrength,but all foz pour ſinnes. Foz we 
know gertainely, that while pe = ferug pour God, he — 
po 
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belpe you, ſo that no man ſhall wime of pou, if ſhaf p& ferue 
pour God as pt ovght fo doe : but white pee line ſo finfully 
as pee doe, wos baus ne dzead of pon, fes your God will 
not helpe pou. And ſhen Jaſked bim how be kaew the 
tate of Chziffians in that manner: and be ſaid, that he knew 
well both of Leds and of commons, bp his meſſengers which 
der ſent thꝛongd all the countries, as it were marchants, with 
pzecious ſtones and other marchandile,to know the manner of 
every country. And then be did call againe all the Lozve inte 
bis chamber fo bs, and then hewed he bnto me thie pcrfons 
that were great Noos ofthat country, who ſhewed vnto ms 
the manner of mpcountry,and of all Chꝛiſtendome, as though 
they had bene men bozne in the lame parts, and thep ſpake 
French right well. and the Souldan alto, and then J bad great 
meraatle of this ander of eur fand and ſo they that ſhould 
be turned by our god examples fo the faith of Jeſus Ch:iff, 
thep are dzawne away thzough our euill liutng, and fherefoze 
ii io no wonder i that they call bs euill, fo2 (hep ſap truth,but 


the @araſins are true, fo: thep k&@pe fralp ſhe Commande- 
ments of their Alkaron. |

D pe ball bnderſftand that Mahomet was bozn 
m Arabp: ond he was fir? a pt dzudge and kept 

dozle, and went after marchandiſe. And ſo be tame 
once into Tgiptwith marchandiſe,andEgipt was 
me chꝛiuned, and there was a chappel beſtde Atabp. 
und there was an Hermit, and when he came fo the Chappeti 
that was but a little lew houſe, as ſone as b entred,ſt began 
to be as great as it wert a pallace gate, and that was the fi 
miracle that the Saraſins ſap that he did in his youth, After 
began Mahomet te be wiſe and rieb, and became a great Aftro- 
nomer, and ſince was the keper ofthe land fos the Pzince Co- 
rodan, and gouerned it full well, in ſuch manner that when 
the Puince was dead de marryed the Ladp named Qga- 
drige, And Mahomet fell often into the failing euill: wherefoze 
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the Lady was fozry that ſhe had taken him bnto her bulband⸗ 
and hes made her beleeus that every time he fell lo, the Angel! 
Gabricllſpgke lo him, i los the bzightnelſo of the Angell de ſeil 
downe. This Mahomet raigned in Arabpy, in the pere of gur 
Z03d ſire hundzed and twenty, he was of the hindzed of Iſmael 
that was Abrahams ſon, whom be begat on Agar, ide other ace 
called Saraſins of Sara, but ſoms ars called Poabites,e (oms 
Ammonites after Lots two ſons. This Mahomer loacd wella 
god man an Bermif,that dwelt in the wilderneſſe,a mile from 
Mount Sina\,in the wap as men gos from Araby to Chaloe, a 
dayes fournep from the (ea, whence merchants of Wenice come, 
and Mahomet went offen to this Hermit, foz de deatd gladly 
the Permit pzeach, but bis men were diſplzaſed af it, foz thed 
frauatled ſomtime all night, wherefoze they wiſhed the Hermit 
dead. Ho it befell on anight, that Mahomet was ſoze dzunken 
with krong wine, (0 that hes fell a eps, then his man tooke 
bis (wo3d oat of dis ſheath whiles de lay and ſlept, and there- 
With they flew the Permit, and when they had done they put 
againe all blend, and vpon the mozrow when 
eres 
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death, bat (hep al! with one accozd,and with ons conſent, ſais 
that be bimſelfe badflatne him, when her was dzuykecn, and 
thep hewed him his owne ſwozd ail bloudy, and then be belte⸗ 
ved that tyrp ald trath,and carſed tbe wine, and all thoſe tha!

This riuer goeth thzough 
the land of Paige, and thers men are of little ature, foz thep 
are but thz& ſpans long, and thep ars ver faire both men ant 
women, though thep be little, and they are married when thep 
are haife a pters old, and thep ling but eight pare, fo2 he that lv 
neth eight ptere is holden berp old, e theſe ſmsll men are the 
beſt wozkemen of ſlke and of cotten,and au mannet of things 
that ace in the wozld ; and theſe men trauaile not. noꝛ fill land, 
but thep haue among them great men, as we are, fo frevaile 
fo2 them, amd haus great ſcozne of thoſe great men, as we 
would haue of Gpants,oz of them ifthey were among vs. 
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Ofthe Citie of Menke, where a great Nauie is, 
Chap. luv. 


E2Z2629 Rom this Land men go thꝛongh many Countries, 
1 þ F Cities and townes,til they tome to a citie that men 

cal Penke. In that citie is agreat Nanieof Ships, 
ndthevare white as (now by reaſon of the colour 
— wod that they are made of, and they are made as it 


were great houſes, with halles and chambers, and other eaſes 
ments. 


Of the Land name d Cathay, and of the great riches thereof, 
Chap. lIxvj. 
A Nd fromthencemengoe vpon a Riner that men call Ce; 
remolan, and this Riner goeth thzough Cathay and doth 
many times harme when it wareth great: Cathap is a faire 
Country and rich, full of gods and marchandiſe:thither come 
Marchants euerp perefo2 to fetchſpices and other marchan- 
diſes moꝛe commonly then they do to other countries. And pee 
ſhall vnderſtand that the Parchants that come from Uernice, 
oꝛ from Gene, oꝛ from other places of Lombardy, o2 of Italie. 
they goe by dea and land eleauen moneths and moꝛe oz they 
come to Cathap. 


Of a great Citie named Cadon, wherein is the great Caanes 
Pallace and ſiege. Chap. lvij. 


N the p2onince of Cathay foward the Eaſf, is an old Citie, 

and beſide that Citie the Tartarians haue made another 
Citie that men cal Cadon, that hathry. gates, æ betten each 
two gates is a greate mile, ſo thoſe two Cities the old and the 
new, is round about xx. miles. In this Citie is the Pallace and 
ſiege ofthe great Caane, it is a verp fapre place and great, of 
which the wals about be two mile, and within that are many 
fayre plates. and in the garden of that Pallace is a very great 
bill, on the which is another Pallace, and it is the faireſt that 
map de kound in any place, and all abcut the hill are — 
trees 
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tres bearing diuers fruits and abont this hilis agreatditch, 
and there nete are many riuers on each ſide, and in thoſe are 
many wilde Foules that he map take and not goe on: of the 
Pallace.Within the hal of that pallate are ri'ypulars of gold, 
and all the wals are conered with rich (kinnes of beaſts that 
men call Panthers. 

Thoſe are faire beaſts and well ſmelling , and bp the ſmell 
of thoſe ſuinnes, none cuifl ſmell map come to the Pallace: 
thoſe lkinnes are as red as bloud and they ſhine ſa ag ainſt the 
Onn that a man can ſcarcely behold them and thoſe ſkins are 
eſteemte d there as muchas Gold. In the middeſt of the Pallace 
is a place ma de that thep tall, the Mountour foz the great 
Caane, that is wel deckt with great and precious ſtones hang. 
ing about, and at the foure cozners of the Pountour are foure 
nedders of gold, and under that Pountour and about are 
Conduits of Beuerage, that thep dzinke in the Emperours 
Court. Aud thehall of that Pallace is richly deckt and well: 
and firſt at the vpper end of the hall is the CThꝛone ofthe Em- 
pcerour very high,where he ſitteth at meat, at a Table that is 
well boꝛd:ed with Gold, and that bozder is full ot pzecious 
tones and great Pearles, and the greeces on which he goeth vp 
are of diners precious ſtones voꝛzdzed with gold. | 

At the left ſide of his thꝛone is the ſeate of his wife , a de- 
ar ce lower then he ſitteth, and that is of Jaſper , bozdzed with 
gold, and the ſeats of his ſccordwife is a degree lower then the 
r d and that is alſo of god Jaſper , bo2dzed with Gold: and 
the ſeate of the third wife is a degree lower then the ſecond, fog 
almap he hath thze wines with him whereſoener he is: be 
des theſe wines, on the ſame ſide fitteth other Ladies of his 
kinne each ane lower then other, as they are of degr&,and 
all thoſe that are matried, haveacounterfaiteof a maus fote 
bpon their teads nere a cubite long, all made with Precious 
ffones, and about they are made with ſhining feathers of Pe- 
cocks oꝛ (ſuch other, in token that thep are in ſubiection of 
man, end bnder mens fete, andthepthat are not weddedhane 
none ſuch. And on the right ſ de of the Emperour ſitteth firſt 
dis Sanne, the which ſhall be Emperour after him, and hee 


ütteth 
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Ntteth alſo a degrer lower then the Emperonr,inſach manner 
of ſeates as the Emperour ſitteth, and bp him ſitteth other 
Loꝛds ef his kinne each one lower then other , as they are of 
degree, And the Empereur hath his table bo himſelte alone, 
that is made of Gold and pꝛecious ſtones, oꝛ o white Chiſtall 
02 vellow boꝛdzed withgold and each one ofhis wives hath a 
table by her ſelfe. 

And vnder the ©mpero2s Table ſttteth konre Clarks at 
his fete, that writeth all that the Emperour ſaith. be it god 02 
ill. And at great feaſts, about the Emperours Table, and all 
other Tables in the hall is a Uine made of gold, that goeth all 
about the hall, and it hath many bꝛanches of Grapes, like to 
grapes of the Nine, ſome are white, ſom are pellow.ſome red, 
ſome-greene , and ſome blacket all the red are of tiubies , of 
creames, oꝛ Allabonce, the white are of Chaiſtall 63 Byrall, the 
pellow are of Topaces, thegrene ofEmerauds , and Cri- 
ſalites, and the blacke are of Quickes and Gerands, and this 
Nine is made thus of pzecions ſtones ſo p2operly , that it ſæ- 
meth that it were a ine growing. And before the Board of 
the Cmperour ſtandethgreat Kozds, and no man is ſo hardy 
to ſpeake vato him, except it be Puſitions to ſolace the Em- 
perour. And all the vcſels that is ſerved in his hall o2 cham⸗ 
bers, are of pꝛetious ſtoues and ſpectally at the tables where 
greate Loꝛds gate, that is to ſap ot Jaſper Chꝛiſtal Amatiſt oz 
fine gold, and the cups are of Emrauds, Daphires, Topaces, 
and other: of any manner of ſtones and ſiluer haue they no 
veſſels, fo they cft&me but little of ſiluer to make veſſel gf, but 
they make ol ſiluer greeces pillars and pauements of hals and 
chambers. And y& ſhal bnderſtand that my fellow and J were 
in wages with himrej moneths againſt the King of Panchy, 
bpon whom he made war. and the cauſe was wehad ſogreat 
deſire to (& the nobilitie of his Court, i it wert ſuchas wee 
heard ſpeakeof, and trucly we found it more richer, and 
of greater ropaltie then cuer we heard ſpeaks of, and wee 
ould neuer haue beleened it had wee not ſcene it:but pe ſhall 
underſtand the vſe of our eating and dꝛinking is moze cinill 


amoug vs then in thoſe Countries, foz all the commoas eate 
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bpon ſkinns of beaſts on their kn s, and eate the fleſh of ail 
manner of beaſts, and when thrp haue all eate, they wipe their 
hands on their (ſkirts: and thep eate but once in the dap, and 
cate but little bzcad, but the manner ofthe Lozds is ful noble,

| cant: pe know that all the woꝛid was veſtroped 
| 1 with Noes floud, but Noe his wife and childzen. 
sc had tho ſonnes, Sem, Cham e lapheth. Cham 
win ha ſaw his fathers pꝛiuities naked when he llept, her 
ſcoꝛned it, and therefoze her was curſed, and Il. pheth conered 
it. The ſe tha bzeth2en had all land. Then Cham toke the 
beſt par: C:ſtward, that is called Aſia, Sem toke Aſricke, and 
lap: th teke Europe. Cham was the mightieſt and richeſt of 
his bꝛethꝛen, and of him are come thePanim folke,and divers 
manner of men of thoſe Iles, ſome headleſſe, 4 other men dil- 
figured: fo2 this Cam the Cmperour, they called bim Cham 
and Lo2d of all. ut ye ſhall vnder ſtand that the Emperour 
of Cathay is called Caane, and not Cham, and fo2 this cauſe: 
it is not long agoe that all Tartarp was in lubiection and 
thꝛall to other nations abcut,aud they were made heardſmen 
fo keœps bealts,andamong them was v': linages oz Bings, the 
firſt was called Tartary,that is the beit, the ſ:cond linage is 
called Tams hot, the third Furace the fourth Ualaire,the fikt 
Semotd, the ſixt Menchp, and the ſeaueth Dabeth.ZTheſe arc 
ak holden of ibe great Caane of Cathay. Now it befell that 
the fiiſt linage was an old man, and he was not rich and men 
called him Chanius. This man lap and ie pt on a night in his 
bed, and there tame to him a knight all white, ſitting vpon a 
white hozle, and ſaid to him, Caace ſlepeſt thou! God that is 
zlmighttcſent mee to the, and it is his will that thou ſap to the 
vi. inages, that thou ſhalt be their Emperour, fo2 pon ſhall 
conquer ail the land about you, and they ſhall be in pour ſabie- 
ction, as you hane bene in theirs,and when the mozrow ow 
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her roſe vp and ſald ſo to the ſeauen linages, and they ſcoꝛned 
him, and ſaid her was a fole:and the next night the lame knight 
came to te vij. linages, and bad them in Geds behalte to make 
Char ius theit Cmperour, and they ſhould be out ot all lubiecti⸗ 
on. And enthe mozrow they choſe Chanius to be @mperour, 
and did him all wo2lhip that thep might doe, and called him 
Caanc as the white knight called him, and they ſaid they would 
doe as he bad them. Then he made many ſtatutes andlawes, 
the which thep called Alakan. Che firſt ſtatute was, that they 
ſhould be obedient to God almightp, and belene that heſhould 
deliuet them out of thꝛaldome, and that they ſhould call on him 
in all their wozks. Another ſtatute was that al men that might 
beare armes ſhould ve numbꝛed, and to each ten ſhould be a 
Malter, and to a hundzed aꝙaſter, and toa thouſand a Paſſer. 
Then he commandco to. all the greateſt and pꝛincipallaſt of 
the vy,linages, that they ſhould fozfake all that they had in hes 
ritage 02102dfhip, and that they ſhonld hold them payed of that 
he would giue them of his grace, & they did ſo: And alla he bad 
them that each man ſhould bꝛing his eldeſt ſau befoze him, and 
flay his owne Bon with his owne hands, and ſmite off his 
head, and pzeſently they did his bidding. And when her ſaw 
they made no letting of that hee bad them, then bad her them 
follow tis banner, and then he putin ſubiection all the lands 
about him.

ed it befell on a dap, that the Caane rode with 
Aitew men to ſe che land that her had won, and her 
EI net with agreate multttnde ofhis enemies, and 


lac, ad When his men ſaw him at the catth, thep thought 
be had berne dead, and fled , and the enemies followed after, 
and when he ſaw his enemies were far, he hid him in a buſh, 
foz the wood was thicke there, and when they were come a- 
gaine fromthe chaſe, they went toſceke him among ths _ 
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ikany were hid there, and they found many, and as they came 
to the place where hee was, they ſaw a bird ſit onggre, the 
which bird men call an owe t then ſaid they , that there was 
no man, foʒ the bird ſat ther e, and ſo went they awap,and thus 
was the Caane ſaued from death, and ſo he went awap on a 
night to his owne men, which were glad of dis comming: and 
from that time v1to this dap men of that Country haue that 
Bird in great reuerente, and fo2 that cauſe they wozſhip 
that bird abone all other birds of the wozld. 

And incontinent hee aſſembled all his men and rode bpon 
his enemies and deſtroyed them, and when her had won all 
the Lands that were about him, her held them in ſubiection: 
And when the Caane had led all the Lozds to Mount Be- 
lpan, the white knight came to him ina viſion againe, and ſaid 
vnto him, Caane the will of God is that thou paſſe the mount 
Belpan, aud thou ſhalt win many Lands, and becauſe thou 
ſhalt finde no paſſage, goe thou tothe mount Belpan, that is 
vpon the ſea ſide, and knele nine times thereon ag ainſt the 
Caſt, in woꝛſhipot᷑ God, and he ſhall ſhew theea wap how thou 
halt pale, and the Caanc did ſo, and anon the ſea that touched 
the hill withdzew it ſelfe and chewed him a faire way of nine 
fote bꝛoad betwerne the hill and the ſea, and ſo he paſſed right 
well with all his men, and then her wan the land of Cathap 
that is the beſt land and the greateſt of all the wozld ; and foz 
thoſe nine knelings, and the nine fote of way. the Caane and 
the men ol Tartary haue the number of nine in great wozſhip

' Dw have J told pon whp hi is called the great 
; Caanc: Nowhſhall J tell yon of the gonernivg of 
N his Court when thep make great feaſts, and her 
© keepeth foure principall feaſts in the pere, the firſt 
is of his birth : the ſecond, When her was carried 
to the Temple to be circumciſed: the third is ofhis Idols, 
when they begin fo ſpeake:and the fourth, when the Jdol be- 
ginneth firſt to doe miracles. aud at thoſe times he hath men 
wel araped by thouſands & by hundzeds,and,ovech one knowes 
what he ſhall doe, Fo2 therc is firſt o2dained fenre thouſand 
richBarons and mightie, fo2 toozdaine the feaſt and to ſerut 
the Emperour, and all theſe Barons haue crownes of Gold, 
well dect with pzecions tones and pearles, and they are clad 
in cloth of Gold and camathas,as richly as they map bs made, 
and they mer well have ſuchcloathes,foz they are there of leſſe 
pꝛite then wollen c!oath1s here. And thoſe foure theuſand Pa⸗ 
rons are parted into foure parts, andeach companp is clad in 
divers colours berp richlp, e when the firſt thouſand is paſſed 
and tath ſhewidttemlelucs, then comethe ſecond thouſand, 
and ihen the third thouſand , and then the ſourth:and none of 
them ſpeaketh a wozd.Andon the one ſide ofthe Cmycreurs —

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ble ſitteth many philoſophers of many ſciences, ſome ot Aſtro⸗ 
nomie, Nigramancy, Geometrie, Pyꝛomacp, and many other 
ſtiences, and ſome haue befoze them Aſtrolabes of gold 92 pꝛe⸗ 
tious ſtanes full of ſand,o2 of coales burning, ſome haue hoꝛo- 
loges well dight and richly , and other manp inſtruments af- 
ter their Sciences, and at a certainehoure when they ſ& time 
they ſay to men that ſtand befoze them, make peace, and then 
ſapthoſe men with a loud voyce to all the hall, now be ill a 
while, and then ſayoneof the Philoſophers each man make 
reuerence and incline to the Cmpcro?, that is Gods Son and 
Loꝛd ofthe woꝛld, fo2 now is time and houre, and then all men 
bow to him and knele on the earth, and then the Philsſs- 
pher biddeth them riſe vp againe: and at another houre ano- 
ther Philoſopher biddeth them put their finger in their cares, 
and they doc ſo: and at another houre another Philoſopher 
biddeth that all menſhall lay their hands on their heads, and 
they doe ſo, and then hee biddeth them take them oi If 
they do ſo, t thus from houre to houre they bid diners thin 
and Jaſked pꝛiuily what it ſhould meane, and one of the Pa+ 
ſters ſaid, thatthe bowing and the kne&ling on the earth at tha? 
time, bath this token. that all thoſe men that kneledſo, hall 
enermoze be true to the Emperour, that foz nogiftno2 thꝛeat⸗ 
ning they ball neuer be traitours noz falſe to him, the put 
ting of the finger in the eare haththis token, that none of thoſe 
hall heare any ill ſpoken of the Empero2,02 his counſell. And 
pe ſhall vnder fand that men b2ingnothing,asclothes,b2cad, 
dzinke, noz no ſuch things to the Emperour but at certaine 
bonres that the Philoſophers tell, and if any man raiſe war a⸗ 
gainſt the Emperoꝛ in what country ſoeuer it be, theſe Philo ⸗ 
ſophers know it ſone, and tell the Emperoꝛ, oꝛ his counlel, and 
he ſendeth men thither, ſoꝛ he hath many men.

Doft commethat the right ſide of him, and another at the left 
ſide, and in each Yoſt is many men, and then commcth the 
fourth Bol behinde him a Bow d2aught , and there is moze 
men in that. then inany of the other.

and then the Emperovr taketh one thercof, and the other her 
giusth to his Lo:ds, foꝛ the maner is ſuch there, thatnoſtrange 
man may come befo2e the Emperour, but he giues him ſomes 
what, after the old Law, that ſaitb,. Non accedic in conſpectu 
meo inanis, that is to ſap : no man comes into my ſight idle. 
And thenthe Emperoꝛ biddeth thoſe Religions men that they 
goe fozth, ſo that men of his hoaſt defile them not, and thoſe 
Religions men that dwell where the Empzcle oz the Cmpe- 
rours Bonne commeth, they doe in the ſame manner.

great ſinne to bꝛeake one bone with another,and to ſpil Pilke 
on the grund, o2 any otter liquor, that men map dzinte: and 
the moſt fault that they may doe, is to Piſſe in the Bouſes 
whece they dwell, and he that Piſſeth in his Douſe ſhall bee 


faine, and of that ſinne they Shzine them to their Pzieſts, and 


fo2 their pennance they giue Silver, and ſhe place where they 
baue PiTed ſhal be hallowed, 02 elſe may no man tome there. 
And when they haue done their Pcnnance, thep hall paſſe 
th2zongh a Fire oꝛ two, to make them cleane of their ſinnes. 
When they haue eaten they wipe their hands vpon their 
Skirts, fo2 they haue no Table cloathes , except it bee verit 
great Lo2ds, and when they have all eaten, they put their Di- 
ches oz Platters, not waſhed, into the Pot oz Caudꝛon with 
the Fleſh that is left when they haue eaten, vatill they will 
tate another time: and rich men dzinke Pilke of Mares, A\- 
ſes, o2 other Beaſts , and other Beuerage, that is made of 
Milke and water together, fo2 thep have neither Beere noz 
Mine. And when they cor to Marre they Marre full wiſe- 
tp, and each man of them bcareth two oz tha Bowes, and 
many Arrowes, and a great Hatchet: Gentlemen haue ſhozt 
Swoꝛds and he that flyeth in Battaile they lay him, and they 
art euer in purpoſe to bing al the Land in ſubiection to them, 
foz they ſay, it is Pꝛopbeſted that they ſhall onercome by ſhot 
of Archers, + that they hall turne men to their Law, but they 
wot not what men they ſhall be: and it is great perill to pur⸗ 
ſac the Tarfarians when they flie, foz they will ſhote behind 
and flay men as well as befoze: and they haue (mall epes as 
little Birds, and they arecommonly falſe, foz they hold not 
their pꝛomiſe. And when s man ſhalt dye among them, they 
ſtrike a Speare in the earth beſide him, and when he dzawcth 
to the death, thep goe ont of the Bonſe till he be dead, then 
then thep put him into the earth in thefield,

ned ſometime to one of the th2& Kings that 
went to ſ#ke our Lozd in Bethlem, e all choſe 
” that comeofthis kinare Chziſttan men. Theſe 
men of Tartary dzinke no wine. In the Land of Cozoſapm, 
that is, at the Nozth ſide of Cathay, is very great plentie of 
gods, but no wine, the which hath at the Caſt fide a great 
wildernelle that laſteth moze then an hundzed dapes journey, 
and the beit Citte ot that Land is called Cozoſaym: and after 
the name of that Citie is the Land called, and men ofthis land 
are god warrtours and hardy, and thereby is the Kingdome 
of Comapne, this is the moſt and the greateſt Kingdome of 
the Wozld, but it is not all inhabited: fo2 in dne place of the 
Land is ſo great cold, that no man map dwell there fo2 cold: 
and in another place is ſo greatheate,that no man map dwell 
there: and there are ſo many faiths that a man cannot tell on 
what ſide he map turnc him: and in this Land are few tres 
bearing fraite.In this Land men lye in tents, and they burns 
dung of Beaſts ſoꝛ lacke of wod, This Land deſcendeth to- 
ward P2uſe eRnfp,and th2zough this land runneth the iner 
Cchel, that is one of the greateſt riuers ofthe woꝛld and it is 
Frozenſso hard every ti re that men fight therenpon ingreat 
battailes on horſe, and fotmen meꝛetten C. ꝙ. at once. And 
a little from that Niuer is the great Ocean, that they call 
Manure, 
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Paure, and betwene this Paure and Aſpy, is a very fkraight 

paſſage, togoe toward Inde, and therfoze Bing Alexander did 

make there a Citie that men call Alex andzie, foz to keepe that 
paſſage, ſo ti at no man may paſſe vnleſſe he have leane : and 
now is that Citie called Port de Fear, and the pꝛintipall Citie 
Comanne, is called ®arachis,that is one of the the waies to 
goe to Inde, but th;ough this wap may not men goe bnleſſe 
it bein Winter, and this paſſage is called Berbent. And an- 
other wap is to goe from the land of Tarkeſcon thzough Per- 
lla, in this way are many dayes iourneis in wildernefſe. And 
the third wap is that that commeth fromCoſmane,and goeth 
thzough the great citie, e though the kingdome of Abachare. 
And p& ſhall bnderſtand that all theſe Kingdomes,and Lo2d- 
ſhips vnto Perſla, are holden of the great Caane, and many 
other, and thereſo2e he is a great Lozdof men and of Land.

Then is the Land of Piddy, and it is 
very long and not bzoad,and beginneth Eaſtward at the land 
of Perſia, and Inde the lefſe, and laffcth TUeftward to the 
Kingdome of Chalde, and Nozthward to little Armonyp: in 
this Piddy are many great Hils and litle Plaines,and there 
dwell Sarafins and other manner of men, that men call Cozs 
dines and Kermen.

Foz there was a wicked Cmpe- 
rour that was of Pov, ard was called Saures, and he purſued 
ſometime the Chziſtian men to deſtrop them, and did make 
them doe ſacrifice to his falſe gods, ſoꝛ in that Country dwel. 
led many Chꝛiſtian men, the wl ich left all their gods and cat 
tell, and riches, and went to Gꝛece and when thep were all in 
a great plaine that iscalld Pecon, the Emperour and his men 
came to dap the Chziſtian men, and then the Chꝛiſtian men 
kuceled down and pꝛaped to God, and anon came a thick cloud 
and conered the Emper our and all his beaſts, ſo that he might 
not goe a wap, and ſo they dwell in darkeneſſe, and they neuer

land, with few hils and Riners,and then is the 

kingdome of Meſopolamia, that beginne th Weſtward at the 
flome of Tygre, at a Citie that men call Poſell,and it laſteth 
Nell ward to the flome of Cuphzate, to a Citie that men call 
Rechaim , and Weſtward from high Armony, vnto the wil⸗ 
N derneſle 
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derneſſe ol Inde the leſſe, and it is a god Land and plaine, but 
there is few Riners, and there is but two hils in that land. the 
one is called Simar,and the other Liſon, and it reacheth vn 
ts the land of Chalde:and pa ſhall vnderſtand that the land of 
Ethiopia reacheth Eaſtward to the great wilderneſſe, Meſt⸗ 
ward to the Land of Puby,Southward to the Land of Pari- 
tan, and Nozthward to the Red Sea, and then is the Paritan 
that laſteth from the hils of ©thiope, vnto Liby the high and 
the low, that laſteth to the great Sea of @paine.

>; ©Owhane J ſaid and ſpoken of many things on 
F this (ide of the great Kingdome of Cathay , of 
S [1 whom many are obeiſant to the great Caane, 
| NVi& Now I ſhall tell of ſome lands, Countries and 
Ales that are bepond the land of Cathap.Who 

: ſogoeth from Cathap to Inde the high and the 
lobe, he hal goe thꝛough a Kingdome that men call Cadifſen, 
and it is a great Land, there groweth a maner of Fruit as it 
were Gourdes,and when it is Ripe men cut it aſunder, and 
they find therein a Beaſt as it were of flefh, bone and blond, 
as it were a litle Lambe, without woll,and men eat the beaſt 
andfruit alſo,andſare it (emeth very ffrange. Neuerthelefſe 
Iſaid to them, that I held that foz no maruaile, foz A ſaid that 
in my country are tres that beare fruit that become birds fly⸗ 
ing, and thep are god to eat, and thatthatfallethon the water 
liueth, ę that that falleth on the earth dieth, and they mernai- 
led much therat. In this land and many other there about, are 
trees that deare Clones, and Nutmegs, and ale, and many 
ather ſpices,.e there be Uines that beare ſo great grapes that 
a ſtrong man ſhall haue enough to beare a cluſter of Grapes. 
In that ſams Land are the hils of Caſpy that men call Uber, 
and encloſed within thoſe hils are the Jewes of the x. kindes, 
that men call Gog and Magog, and they may come out on no 
ide. There were incloſed xxij kings, with their folk,thatdwel-

led betwe&ne the Pils of Sycbe : and King Alexander chaſed 
them thither among thoſe Hils, foz he truſted to haue enclo- 
ſed them there, thzongh the wozking of men, but he might not 
and when he ſaw hes might nat, hee pꝛaped to Cod that hee 
would fulfill that which he had begun, God heard his P2ayer 
and encloſed the Hils all about them but at the one ide, and 
there is the Sea of Caſpyv. Mere ſome men might aſke, it there 
be a Sea on one ſide, why gos they not ont there: thereto ans 
ſwere J. that although it be called a Mea, it is not a Sea, but a 
Pole ſtanding among hils, and it is the greateſt Pole of all 
the wozld,and though they go oner that pole, pet they wot not 
where to ar iue, ſoꝛ they can no ſpech but their owne. And pe 
Challbndcrſand that theſe Jewes which dwell among the hils 
haue no Law among them, and pet they pap tribute fo2 their 
land to the Kings of Armony : and ſomtime it is ſo that ſome 
of thoſe Lewes gooner the hils,but many map not paſſe there 
together, foz the Hils are ſo great g high. Neuerthcleſſe, men 
ſay in that Country thereby that inthe time of Antichziſtthey 
chall doe much harme to Ch2iſtian men, and therefo2e all the 
Jewes that dwell in diuers parts of the Wlozld learne fo2 to 
ſpeake Yebzew, fo2 they hope that theſe Jewes that dwell 
R 2 among 
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among the hils afazeſa:d ſhall come out of the hils, and ſpeake 
all Hebꝛew, and nothing elſe, snd then (hall theſeJewes ſpeak 
Yeb2cw to them, and lead them ints Chziſtendome fo2 to de- 
ſtroy Chʒiſtian men. Fo2 theſe Jewcs ſap thep know by their 
P2opheſics , that thoſe Jewes that ars among thoſe hils of 
Caſpay , ſhall tome out, and Chꝛiſtian men ſhall bee in their 
lubiection, as thep be vader Chꝛiſtian men now And ifpe wil 
know how thep ſhall finde the paſſage out , as Jhane bnders 
ſcodd, A hall tell pon, In the time of Antichziſt, a Fore ſhall 
make his denne inthe ſame pla te where King Alexander did 
make the Gates, and her ſhall dig in the ear th ſo long till hee 
pierte it thiongh and come amang the Jewes, and when they 
( the Foxe they ſhall haue great meruaile ot him, foz they ne- 
ner ſaw ſuch a beaſt, but other Beaſts they haue among them 
many: and they ſhall chaſe this Foxe and pucſue him'datill 
that he be lled againe ints his hole tha! he came from, e then 
ſhall they dig after him vnttllthep come to the gates that A- 
le xanuer did make of great ſfones well laid with mozter, then 
hall they bzeake thoſe Gates, and they (hall finde the way 
fo2th. 


Oi the laud of Bacttie and of many Griff ns and other 
beats, Chap. IXXxV, 


trie, where are many wicked men and cruell : in that 
Land are Tres that beare Moll, as it were ſtœpe, of 
which they make Tloath. {in this Laad are Ppotaines 
that dwell ſome. time on Lard, and ſome-fime on Mater, 
ang are halfe a wan end halfe n hoꝛſe, and they ferde on men, 
when ihep may get them. In this land art mary Griffo'1s 
moꝛe then in other plates, and ſe me (ap they haue the bed 
befoꝛe as an Eagle, and behinde as a Lyon, and it is truth, 
foz they be made fo: but the Griffon hath a body greater then 
cight Lvons,and ftronger then an hondꝛed Eaales,fo2 certain» 
Ip he will bearc to his neſt floing a hoꝛſe and a man vpon bis 
back, oʒ two Oren poked together as they go to plongh, * 4

Rom this Land of Bactrie men goe manp dapes iour- 
F ney to the Land of Preſter lohn, that is a great Emper⸗ 
our of Inde, and men call his Land the Ile ofÞPantro- 
re. This Emperour Preſter 16hh holdeth great 


land, and manv god Cities god towns. In this kingdome 


ate many great Mes and large, foꝛ the land of nde ts parte 
into Iles, becaule of great Niuer that come out afParadiſe: 
and alſo in the ſea are many great Aces. The bet Cite that is 
in the Ale of Pantroꝛe iss led ue, that is a noi to and 
arich. 'Prefter lobt hath der hummany Rings, and viuers 
Loꝛds, and his land is good g rich, but not ſo tich as the land 
of the great Caane , oz Perchants comt not ſo muchthither 
as they doe into the land of the great Caane, fo2 it is to long a 
tournep. And alſothey unde in that Ile of . all things 
that they haue nerde of, as ſpict p, cloath'ofgold, and other 
riches:and although they might hane better cheape in the land 
of Preſter lohn, then in the land of Cathay, and moze line, ne- 
ner helefle thev will not goe thither by reaſon of the length of 
the toveney , + great, perils othe ſea:toʒ there ate ntanp plas 
tes in the ſea where are many roclis ot a ſtone that is called 


Ada mant, the which ol his own kind dꝛaweth to dim all man ⸗ 


ner of iron, and theretoꝛe there map no ſhtps that haue iron 
nayles paſſe, bat it dꝛaweth them to it and therekoze they dare 
not go into that country with ſhips foꝛ feare of the Adamant. 
J went once into that ſea, q ſaw as it had been a great Jie of 
tres, ſtecks & bzanches growing, s the ſhipmen told mee that 
thoſe were great Chips that abode there th2ough the vertue of 
{he Adamants:and of things that were in the thips , whereof 
thoſe trees ſpꝛung and waxed, and iuch rockes are there ma+ 
ny in diuers plates of thatſea, and therefoze dare there no 


R 3 chip ⸗ 
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fyipmen paſſs that way. And another thing alis is, that they 
feare the long way, and therfo:e they goe moſt to Cathap, and 
that is n&erer bato them. And pet it is not ſo niere, but that 
from Uenice o; Gene by Sea fo Cathay is xj. oz xh. Poneths 
journey, The Land of Preſter lohn is lang, and Perchants 
palle thither thzongh the Land of Perſla, and come into a Ci- 
tie that men call Permes , fo2 a Philoſopher that was called 
Hermes founded it, and then paſſe an arme of the ſea, and comt 
to another Citie that men call Saboth, and there find they all 
Perchandiſes, and Popiniayes as great plentic as Larkes in 
our Country. In this Country is little wheate oz barlep,and 
therefoze they eat Rice, Pilke, and Cheeſe, and other fruits. 
This ©mpers2 Pre ſter Ioho, Weddeth commonly the daughs 
ter of the great Caanc,and thegreat Caane his Daughter. In 
tbe Land of Preſter John is many range things, and many 
pzecious Stones ſo great and ſo large that they make of them 
Ueſſels,Platters and Cups, and many other things, of which 
it were to long to tell, but ſomewhat of dis Law and of his 
Faith I hall tell pou. 


Of the faith and beliefe of Preſter Iohn, but he 
hach not all the full beliefc as we haue. 
Chap. Ixxxvij. 


bis emperour, Preſter lohn, is Chziltned, and 
ls great part ofhis Land alſo, but they haue not all 
Gödde articles of our Faith, but they belene well in 
l tbe Father, the Bonne, and the Holy Ghoſt, and 
they are very devout, and true one ta another,and they make 
no foꝛce of cattel.Andhe hath vnder him th2&ſcoze and twelue 
P2ouinces and countries, and in each one is a King, and thoſe 
Kings haue other kings vnder them. And in this land are ma- 
ny meruailes,foz in this Land is a grauelly ſea that is ofſand 
and Grauell and no dzop of water, and it ebbeth and floweth 
with very great waues as another ſea doth, e it is neuer tau- 
ding Kill, and neuer in reſt, and no man may paſſe to the land 
beyond it. And although there be no water in the ſea,yet men 
map

map find therein very god fiſh, and of other fa ſhion and chape 
then are in any other Sea, and alſo they are ofa very god taſte 
and werte, and god to eat. And th2& dates journey from that 
ſea are many great hils,th2ough which runneth a great flond 
that commeth from Paradiſe, and it is fall of pzecious ſtones 
and no d2op of water, and it runneth with great Maues into 
the grauelly Dea: And this flond runneth th2& dayes in the 
weke ſo faſt, that it carrieth great ones off the rocks with it 
that make much nopſe, and as ſone as thep come into the gras 
nelly ſea, they are no moze ſc&ne,and in thoſe thz& daies when 
it runneth thus, no man dare come in it, but the other dapes 
men goe therein when they will. And ſo beyond that flond to⸗ 
ward the Wilderneſſe is a great plaine among hils all ſandy 
and grauelly,and in that plain grow tres, that at theriſing of 
the @anne each dap, begin to grow, and ſs grow they till mid · 
dap, and bears fruit, but no man dare cate of that fruit, foz it 
is a manner of pꝛon, and after midday it turneth againe to the 
earth, ſo that when the Sunne goeth down it is nothing (ne, 
and lo doth it enerp dap: and there is in that wildernefſe ma- 
ny wilde men with hoꝛnes on their heads, very hideous, and 
they ſpeak not but ront as ſwine:and in that country are ma⸗ 
ny popiniayes,that they cal in their language Piſtak, and they 
ſpeake thzough their owne kind, partly as a man, and thoſe 
that ſpeake well haue long tongues and large, and on euerp 
tote fine toes, but their are ſome that haue but thz& toes, but 
thoſe ſpeake not, 82 very ill. 


Of another Iland , where alſo dwelleth good people 
therein, and is called Sinople. 
Chap. Ixxxviij. 


Dhen is there another Ile that is called Sy- 
28 nople, wherein alls are god People and true, 
\ and full of god Faith, and they are much like 
9D © in their lining to the men befoze ſayd , and 
N they goe all naked.

man noz other in the wozld ſo hardy, but that hee would bee 
greatly afraid to behold it. foʒ hæ beboldetheach man ſo ſharp- 
ly fellp, and his epes are ſo ſtaring, and ſparkling as fire, 
and hee changeth ſo often his countenance, that no man dare 
come neere fo; all the wo;ld:andout of his noſe commeth great 
plentie of fire, of diners colours, andſometime is the fire ſo 
ſtinking, that no man may ſuffer it, but alway a god Chziſtian 
man, and ons that is ſtedfafl in the faith, map goe thercin 
without harme, ik they call to God, onely , fo2 fozgiueneſſe of 
their unnes, then ſhall the Dinels haue no power ouer them.
